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(57) Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To allow an insert such as a wire, etc., not to 
be exposed out of the surface of a molded product by 
fixing insert retaining members having a plurality of 
pieces of fine support pins to the insert, permitting 
the support pins to abut against an inner face of a 
hollow mold cavity of molds to retain the insert in a 
free state and injecting a molten resin into the mold 
cavity. 

CONSTITUTION: A wire with insert retaining members is 
prepared, wherein the insert retaining members 10 made 
of a thermoplastic resin and the like, each of which has 
two spike-like support pins 12 projected radially from a 
spherical base portion 11, are provided in a skewering 
form toward both the ends of the wire 9. For example, 
when a doll is molded, the wire is inserted into a 
both-hand portion and a chest portion on a half side 14 
of a mold cavity of a pair of molds which mold the doll, 
and the molds are mated with each other in such a 
manner that both the ends of the wire 9 are spaced apart 
at an interval from the mold cavity faces at the tip 
ends of fingers of both hands. In this case, the wire 9 
is put into a state of non-contact with the inner face 



of the hollow mold cavity by the support pins 12. 
Thereupon, for example, synthetic rubber is injected 
into the hollow mold cavity by injection molding. 
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
